"I shoe him", she said; 
"I was 


afraid of him. He came home this 
morning after a week's 'spree' and I 
got scared and would not let him in. 
I locked all the doors and windows. 
But he stayed around and afraid that 
he would do something wild, I tele- 
phoned for the police and then I ran 
up stairs and go't the pistol. 


"He was in the kitchen when I got 


back again—I just don't know how he 
got in because I had locked him out. 
He came at me and I fired."

Cauley dispatched to the hospital. The 
ball, according to Dr. Queen, struck 
McCauley in the eye and passed out 
through the temple.

was introduced by Governor Dennison 
of that state. Mr. Lincoln was forced 
to leave early in order 
Lo catch his 


train and as he 
pas--eel out the aisle 


i he grasped the hand** of the 
people, 


j sitting at the ends of the pews. 


The pedestal for the monument to 


mark this church, and nearby build- 
ings as hospital headquarters for the 
Cavalry Corps has now been placed in 
position. The tablet to go on this 
pedestal is the product of the Albert 
Russell and Sons Co. foundry located 
in Newberryport, Mas.-achuse'tts. This 
foundry was established a century 
and a half ago by Paul Revere, whose 
grandson fought in the- battle of Get- 
tysburg. A memorial tablet to 
this 


grandson is now located in the Mem- 
orial Church of 'the Prince of Peace 
directly opposite the place where tho 
hospital marker is to lie put in posi- 
tion.

where the Declaration was draftetl 
and from whose Independence hall the 
old Liberty bell rang out the flrst tmws 
of the nation's With. 


"The president of the United States 


and the governors of tbe thirteen orig- 
inal states are invited to be the city's 
special guests upon this occasion.

Cherry Sweet Pickle.—Pick cherries 


with the stems on. wash and puck in 
lars. 
Koil one quart uf vinegar. OIK- 


and one-half cupfuls of sugar and :: 
few cloves «>r allspice together, pour 
over cherries autl seal. 


Dried Cherries. — Take ripe fruit, 


stone aud scald well in thick sirup, 
lift out and lay on plates in the sun to 
dry. and when dry pack In paper sacks, 
sun occasionally and keep in a dry 
place. 


Delicious Combination*. 


Cherry and Pineapple Maruialade.- 


Take the stones from sour cherries. 
Peel pineapples and put through tin- 
food chopper, using the coarse knife 
Measure the fruit and add a cupful of 
sugar for each cupful of the mixed 
fr.iit. 
Cook slowly until clear (about 


twenty minutes) and pour into glasses 
When cold cover with paraffin. 
One 


medium sized pineapple and a quart of 
cherries will make three glasses of 
marmalade. 


Cherr;- ::nd Raspberry Jam. — Put 


eight pounds of cherries into a preserv- 
ing pan. add oue quart of cold water 
and boil until the pulp is off the stones, 
then strain through a jelly bag. Re- 
turn the 5uice to the pan and add six 
pounds of raspberries and nine pounds 
of sugar. Boll for thirty or forty min- 
utes. 


Preserving Hint. 


Cherry Preserve.—Three-quarters of 


a pound of sugar to a pound of fruit Is 
required. If a very sweet preserve Is 
preferred or If the cherries are exceed- 
ingly sour a pound of sugar to a pound 
of fruit may be used. Wash, stem and 
stone the fruit, then proceed as for 
strawberry preserves. 


A simple, rapid and easy way to 


stone the cherry, leaving It whole and 
perfect lu shape, is with an ordinary 
bit of bent "wire between three and 
four inches in length. Insert the closed 
end of the wire into the stem end of 
the cherry and draw out the seed.

board in the form of federal reserve 
notes, a distinctly new sort of paper 
money. Commercial paper will be the 
collateral advanced 'by the various 
banks as security for these notes.

No Estimate of Volume. 


At present no official of tbe treas- 


ury department is able to make any 
estimate of the amount of federal re- 
serve notes which will probably be put 
into circulation this year. Federal re- 
serve banks arc required under tbe 
new law to keep gold reserves of not 
less than 40 per cent against federal 
reserve notes in actual circulation. 
The amount of these notes required 
by the federal reserve banks -will de- 
pond largely on the amount of money 
required by member banks for tbe re- 
dlscountiug of commercial paper.

Washington, June 24. — "The sub- 


committee i egrets its inability to 
either recommend a complete acquit- 
tal of Judge Kpeer of all culpability so 
far as these charges are concerned, 
on the one hand, or an impeachment, 
on the other hand." 


Xhla was the conclusion submitted 


to the house judiciary committee by 
the special sub-committee 
that 
has 


been investigating charges of official 
misconduct filed against Emory Speer, 
ot Macou, federal judge for the south- 
ern district of Georgia. 


The report held that some of Jud^e 


Speer's official actions "tejid tp ag 
preach a condition of tyranny and op- 
pression," but recommended that no 
further 
proceedings be had by the 


house. 


These 
conclusions now rest with 


the full committee on judiciary. The 
subcommittee comprises Representa- 
tives Webb, of North Carolina; Fiu- 
heriry, of Illinois, Democrats, and Vol- 
stead, of Minnesota, Republican. ' 


The complete exoneration of Judge 


Speer was recommended in a minority 
report 
by 
Representative Vo'.Ktead, 


who is the Republican member of the 
Bub-oommittee

stead also -attacked the methods and 
Sndings of the majority. The majority 
report said: 


"There has been an inequitable ex- j 


ercise of judicial discretion, many in- 
stances ot which have been frequently 
criticised where the cases in which 
they were committed have been re 
viewed by the courts of appeal, while 
in others litigants were unable finan 
dally to prosecute appeals That the 
power of the court has been exercise 3 
in a despotic and autocratic manner 
by the judge cannot be questioned." 


"While I concur In the recommenda- 


tions made in the majority report that 
no further proceedings be had upon 
th« charges against Judge Speer, I dc- 
Btre to express in as emphatic Ian 
guage as possible my protest against 
the methods that have been pursued," 
says Representative Volstead in hlo 
report.

CARE OF POULTRY 


IN WARM WEATHER 


There are various things that may 


combine to bring about such discourag- 
ing results in poultry raising, but in 
general one case differs little from an- 
other, sim-e the difficulties are all more 
or less common to this particular sea- 
sou, says the American Agriculturist. 


The increased heat, tending to putrefy 


e\ery scrap of tilth, is probably the 
most potent factor lu causing these re- 
verses, chief among them being that 
foul .smell emanating fiom the poultry 
douse, win li KIeatly Impairs the health 
of the flock and makes even normal 
egg production an impossibility. Lice 
and mlte.s thrive be?t where filth la 
rankest and the beat intense, but these 
and la\ ins hcu.s never inhabit the 
same alxxle. at least to any extent. 


So there's just one sensible course to 


pursue—namely, clean out all filth or 
drippings and keep them cleaned out. 
We cannot avoid the beat, but we can 
remove this agency through which It 
fosters III health and disease. Dip the 
fowls to destroy the lice on their tor- 
tured. Hit by bodies. Remove every 
straw of old nesting and make a blaze
